Russian Premier Reads Proclamation in Duma on Saturday Regarding | 
Agreement Concluded Between Russia, France and Great Britain 
in 1915, and Later Approved by Italy—Event is Regarded as One 
of Far.reaching Importance—Russia Making Heroic Efforts To 
Help Roumania.

PETROGRAD, Saturday, Dee, 2, via London, Dec, 83—The semi 
official news agency says that in’ the Duma today Premier Trepoff 
read a proclamation announcing officially that an agreement conelud- 
ed by Russia, France and Great Britain in 1915, and later approved by 
Italy, ‘‘establishes in definite manner the right of Russia to the Straits 
(Dardanelles and Bosphorus) and Constantinople.”’ 

Premier Trepoft’s announcement is quoted by the news agency as 
follov 

“Hor more than a thousand years Russia has been reaching south- 
ward toward a free outlet on the open sea. This age-long dream, cher 
ished in the hearts of the Russian people, is now ready for realization. 

‘From the beginning of the war, wishing to spare human lives 
and suffering, we and our allies did our utmost to restrain Turkey 
from mad participation in the hostilities, Turkey received formal as- 
surances guaranteeing her, in exchange for ne utrality, the integrity 
of her territory and independence, and also conferring on her certain 
privileges and gaviniae: These efforts were vain, Turkey surrepti- 
tiously attacked us, and thus sealed her own doom, 

“We then concluded an agreement with our allies, which estab- 
lishes in the most definite manner the right of Russia to the straits 
and Constantinople. Russians should know for what they are shed- 
ding blood and, in accord with our allies, announcement of this agree- 


ment is made today from this tribune. 

“Absolute agreement on this point is firmly established among the allies, 
and there is no doubt that after we huve obtained sovereign possession of a 
free passage into the Mediterranean, Russia will grant freedom of navigation 
for the Roumanian flag, which now for the first time floats in battle side by 
side with the flag of. Russia, 

“T thought it my duty not to conceal from you that there are difficulties 
and sacrifices which we have still to endure in order to bring the present w: 
to a successful conclusion, but no difficulty and no sacrifice will stop Russia 
and her brave allies on the path of reconstruction and consolidation, <A bright 
future will be the heritage of all nations fighting for a just and holy cause. 

“Our heroic troops and fleet are doing their great: work without pause. 
The first task which falls on the rest of us is to devote all our strength and 
every hour of our time to organizing all the power of the nation and hurling 
it against the enemy, Nothing will resist that force. 

“Remember that, however cruel the enemy blows may be, the final vie- 
tory is ours, It is surely approuching us. Let us march united to meet it,”

Robbers Were Safely Held 
Until Arrival of R. N. 
W. M. P.

MANYBERRIES, Alta., Dec, 3 — A 
desperate and all but successful at- 
tempt to rob the local branch of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce here, 
Saturday noon, was thwarted by the 
suspicions of an automobile driver and 
the prompt action of the citizens who, 
urmed with pistols, pitehforks and 
other impromptu weapons, cornered 
the robbers in a garage, captured and 
disarmed them, and held them until 
the arrival of the mounted police from 
Medicine Hat. 

The manager and teller of the bank, 
who had been held up at the muggzles 
of a couple of revolvers, bound and 
hugged, were released, and, $18,000, 
which had been looted from the safe, 
wus recovered, The robbers, who gave 
the names of Alex. McLaughlin, 26 
years old, and James Wilson, 21, are 
locked up in the mounted police bar- 
racks at Medicine Hat, and will be 
put upon their preliminary trial in the 
morning, 

The police say that they are Amer- 
icans who have just come from across 
the line. 


Had Exciting Time. 

This little town, which is some 26 
miles south of Medicine Hat, on the 
uncompleted Lethbridge-Weyburn ex- 
tension of the C,P.R., had the most 
exciting time of its existence Saturday, 
The two men hired a car at a Medi- 
cine Hat garage early Saturday morn- 
ing, saying that they were going to 
Manyberries on business. Driver Hug- 
eins piloted them over, The car with 
ite passengers arrived in town just 
before noon and was driven to the lo- 
eal garage, in the rear of the hotel. 
‘The two men told the driver that they 
would return shortly and wanted him 
to be ready to start at once, left the 
car and started for the bank. 

Get Admission to Bank. 

Mobanrnlih init Wiissi went tn tha 
bank, which had just been closed for 
the day, Knocking at the door they 
obtained admission, The only persons 
place were Manager McDonald 
and Teller A, E. Whittington. Ap- 
proaching the wicket and drawing re- 
volvers the robbers ordered the bank 
officials to hold up their hands, a com- 
mand which was promptly obeyed. 
After turning the key in the door they 
went behind the counter and mado 
McDonald and Whittington stand 
with their faces to a blank wall, 

The robbers first demanded of their 
captives that they should tell where 
the money was, but seeing the vault 
doors to be standing open, they pro- 
ceeded to help themselves, first taking 
the precaution to tie and gag the man- 
ager and teller, The bag was hastily 
filled with packages of bills, amount- 
ing to $18,000, 

Slip Away Wit 

A few minutes later, it being a lit« 
tle after the noon hour, the robbers, 
carrying their loot, slipped out of the

that if they made a noise or tried to

Meanwhile, at the garage, 
Huggins had begun to suspect 
that his passengers were not all that 
they professed to be, and sent the 
garage-keeper to notify the townspeo- 
ple When the robbers came hurry- 
ing in and ordered him to start up the 
ear and get out of town, he told them 
that he had just discovered that his 
gasoline tank was empty, and that he 
had to send to a store for a fresh sup< 
ply 

While they waited another man had 
fone to the bank and tried to get in. 
The teller, who had managed to slip 
off the gag, shouted to the man to 
break the window, come in and help 
them, This was done, and the two of- 
ficials speedily liberated, 
Armed With All Kinds of Weapons, 
They ran to the nearest stores and 
houses and in a few minutes a score 
of citizens, armed with all kinds of 
Weapons, bore down upon the garage. 
The robbers were trapped. They 
made no attempt to resist, but hid be- 
hind the car, where they were soon 
caught and slragged out. They were 
bound and locked up until the mount- 
ed police from Medicine Hat, who had 
been telegraphed for, arrived and took

Thame Edmonton Board of Publiz 
Welfare is prepared to urge upon the 
nevernment of Alberta the advisabil- 
ity of adopting a system of mothers’ 


pensions was the substance of a re- 
port presented by H. M. &. Evans, 
ecbairman of the welfare board, to the 
public meeting of ratepayers at Albion 
hall on Friday evening. 

Mr. Evans safd that in New Zealand 
and some 28 states of the American 
Union, and more recently in Mani- 
toba, the problem bad been solved by 
u system of mothers’ pensions; and 
that this system has met with the 
unanimous approval of the communi- 
ties in which it has been longest in 
operation. 

Work of the Board. 

Dealing with the work of the wel- 
fare board, Mr. Evans sald that the 
need of organized relief on an ade- 
quate scale is a permanent feature of 
Es life, The chief object and func- 


tion of the board was something far 
better and more important than the 
dealing out of fuel and groceries, The 
latter wus the last thing they wished 
Under the conditions of the 
first year's operations, the problem 
was forced on them in such a way 
that they had no choice but to relieve 


to do, 


obvious distress by direct donations, | $§53.61, or $11.69 per man, 


The year just closed showed a much 
better ratio, in that only two-thirds o/ 
the expenditure had been on actual 
relief, and one-third on service, If they 
could in time reverse these figures it 
would indicate a much nearer ap 
proach to a satisfactory solution of 
the problem. 

In the first year 1,422 families, com- 
prising 6,075 individuals, drew mater- 
Jal relief to the extent of $63,400.00, 
Average per family for the year $44,- 
68, and per individual member of th 
familly, $10.43. In addition to this, 817 
homeless men received assistance to 
the extent of $2,156.19, or 1.64 per 
man, Combining these, average re- 
lief to 6,892 individuals was $9.50. 
This does not take into account 322 
families who suffered from the flood 
and cost the board $1,067.77 ,or $3.21 
per family-—outside of the donations 
of clothing. 

In the period just closed 870 fami- 
lies received material assista 
extent of $11,389.27, or 
family and 73 homeless

As the Huns 
drowned a ship-load of American 
subjects ‘and nothing came of it, 
the Turk may reason that he is 
taking little risk in merely detain- 
ing a company of them for a while. 

The tax sale which the city is 
required to hold of property in 
arrears for 1918 does not materi- 
ally affect the position of the 
owner, but it does affect the posi- 
tion of the city. After sale the 
owner has three years in which to 
redeem the property by paying 
ten per cent. interest on the money 
put up by the purchaser at the 
time of sale. The ‘‘sale’’ is not 
really a sale in the strict sense of 
the term. It is an arrangement 
by whieh the city may obtain from 
a third party the arrears due on a 
piece of property, with the pro- 
vision that the owner can redeem 
in three years, and that in default 
of this the loaning party takes the 
property. The present situation 
is that the city is carrying the 
owner in respect of his tax arrears. 
The proposal is that he shall carry 
himself in future. If he cannot do 
that the city certainly can’t, And 
if he ean do it why snould the city 
he made to do it for him? 


Washington is concerning itself 
about trying to get the Allies to 
give safe conduet to the new Aus- 

- trian ambassador to the United

Well, they 
failed to do it in 1911, but they 
are ready to try again whenever 
the opportunity offers. 

Ottawa is sending out daily as- 
surances that General Lessard is 
to be given an important command 
in connection with the oversea 
forees. This somewhat discounts 
the explanation offered by a 
number of newspapers that the 
General was not employed by Sir 
Sam Hughes beeause there was 
nothing for him to do. 


A news dispateh says the Turks 
repulsed a Russian attack in 
Galicia. Berlin is taking no 
chanees on the wily Turk making 
a separate deal with the Allies, 
but is making him fight where he | 


can be watehed, while German 
and Austrian artillerymen and 
Officers boss the situation in 
Turkey. 


Berlin protested against the ejec- 
tion of the Hun ambassadors from 
Greece. Things might go better 
if the Allies gave Berlin more op- 
portunities to protest about their 
methods. <A protest from Berlin 
means that the Allies have done 
something which is not to the ad- 
vantage of the Kultured combina- 
tion. The war would be nearer 
its end, and the right ending more 
clearly certain, if the Allies had 
carried on operations less in the 
way Germany expected and want- 
ed them to do it. Cast iron ad- 
herence to rules of war and inter- 
national conventions which Ger- 
many has systematically violated 
helps the enemy, handicaps the 
Allies, lengthens the casualty 
lists, and prolongs the struggle. 
Protests from Berlin will be in 
proportion as the Allies refuse to 
be hampered in their operations 
by rules and conventions which 
were binding upon both sides so 
long as both sides observed them, 


but which ceased to have an- 
thority when one combatant de- 
liberately set them aside. France 


was equally bound with Germany 
to not send amred troops into Bel- 
gium, but when Germany invaded 
Belgium, France was not only 
justified but warranted by every 
instinet of self-preservation to 
throw troops acros the Belgian 
frontier, Similarly every inter- 
national law or regulation violat- 
ed by Germany, the Allies are ab- 
solved from any obligation to 
observe. As Germany has set 
aside the whole code of interna- 
tional law, and proceeds singly 
upon the consideration of its own 
military advantage, the Allies are 
bound by no consideration so far 
as Germany is eoneerned, but that 
of how they can most quickly ac- 
complish the destruction of its 
power. Military advantage is the 
only rule the Allies should — re- 
cognize in their struggle with the 
modern Hun.

War Godmothers and Godfathers, 

A movement which has spread like 
wildfire through France and has been 
taken up with searcely less enthusiasm 
by many people on this side of the At- 
lantic, is that which has for its aim 
the provision of godmothers and god 
tathers for the soldiers and the chil 


dren of soldie in the Buropean re- 
public, Originated by a French 
newspaper, the idea “eaught on” iin- 
mediately, and the work is now cat 
ried on by numerous societies on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Many 
Amiet “godmothers’ have — estab- 
lished personal relations with young 


French soldiers who ¢ not able to 
communicate with their families, and 
these have been greatly cheered by 
jetters and small gifts from theit 
adopted “mothers” overseas Of a 
more practical nature is that phase of 
the movement by which the god 

fathers or godmothers agree to pay a 
sum equal to about ten cents 4 day 
for the support of the orphaned chil- 
dren of Frenchmen who have died in 
battle, It was about a year ago that 
Americans first heard of the movye- 
ment, and now thousands of men, wWwo- 
ynen and children are contributing 
their daily dimes to the "“Orphelinat 
des Armees,” an organization headed 
by President Poincare, and which hus 
among its directors Premier Briand 
and many other distinguished French- 
men, It is asserted that ten cents a 
day, in addition to the ten cents of the
